The coroner's jury which has 
'been investigating the desths at 
j tending the loss of the Lusitania 
■Jreturned the following verdict: 

| ."The jury find this appalling 
crime was conirm: / to international 
| law and the conventions of all civil¬ 
ized nations, and we therefore 
charge the officers of the submarines 
and the German emperor under 
whose orders they acted, with the 
mime of wilful and wholesale mur¬ 
der” 

Coroner Morgan said that the 
firal torpedo fired by the Germau 
submarine did serious damage ‘to 
the Lusitania, but that, not satis, 
lied with this, the Germans bad 
discharged' another torpedo. The 
second torpedo, he said, must have 
been more deadly, because it went 
right through the ship, hastening 
the work of destruction.

Peace River Wheat in ’Peg 


Graded /Wk $ Northern -Had Bean 
Hat/led 1.200 Miles to Market 

The first car of wheat ever shipped 
out of the Peace River country in 
Northern Alberta was Inspected on 
March 29th. Jt graded No. 3 North¬ 
ern. with no dockage. 

Some time ago the Grain Growers 
Oralo Co. received a wire from II. L 
Propst. of Vsnrena. Informing the 
company that a car of wheat had been 
seat from Pears River with charges 
prepaid to Edmonton, llow the wheat 
got from Vsnrena to Peace River 
landing is not known In Winnipeg at 
the present time Prom Peace River 
landing ta Edmonton the trip was 
tuado by tffo Edmonton. Dunregsn 4k 
British Columbia railway line It was 
then transferred to the O.T.P. and for¬ 
warded to the Grain Growers' Grain 
Co. When It la considered that Ed¬ 
monton Is located In 63 24 W. 4. and 
that Venrena Is located la 61-3 W. 6 . 
aome Idea can be grasped of the long 
haul neceaaary to ; et this wheat to 
market. As the Edmonton, Dunvegan 
and British Colum' la line runs close 
to direct north from K<\moRfton. and 
then west, the distance Is close to 406 
miles. From Edmonton to Winnipeg 
the distance la oxer 600 miles, so that 
a trip of around 1 *00 miles was made 
before this wheal reached Winnipeg 
to have government Inspectors an¬ 
nounce that a point so far north could 
produce No. 3 Northern wheat. 

It* is not very many years since the 
agricultural world labored under the 
Impression that grain growing was 
well nigh Impossible In Western Can¬ 
ada. Later everyone marvelled at the 
possibilities of siK^t northerly dis¬ 
tricts aa Prince Albert and Edmonton 
During the last few years crops have 
been grown In the Grand Prairie sad 
Peac? River countries In Northern 
Alberta. With this first shipment 
comes Initial evidence that at least 
part of the crop la genuine hard 
whest - Winnipeg Telegram. 


French Hive e New Explosive Ter¬ 
rible in -its Effect 

Ever stare the beginning of the war 
there have been rumors of a new 
French explosive or appalling force. 
A recent ntsDmcn' referred to the 
expected increase In tesults frffm ar¬ 
tillery lire consequent upon some die- 
covcrie* and the Paris Eclair prints 
an extract from a soldier's letter, say¬ 
ing 

“Wp had three trenches to take, and 
expected a hard Job. The air seem¬ 
ed ok (Ire The signal was given and 
we charged, but ths usual hall of 
bullets was lacking. 

“Ou searching the first trench we 
halted, petrified It was filled with 
oorpses In a corner the soldier who 
served the mitrailleuse was upright, 
chained to tile gun. Ho. too. was life¬ 
less We rushed a second trench and 
a third. The sam<* sights ware there, 
everyone was annihilated.'* 


Carried Chum to 8 afsty 
For a week, aa they lay In the 
trenches, the 1st Klng*r Liverpool 
ware troubled from sniping from 
trees, sod especially from n house 
were troubled with sniping from 
about 260 yards distant "Determined 
to alienee the snipers. the office, 
commanding our company,” says Pte 
8 . King, "chose from a number of 
volunte*n for the taak three men, 
who Juat before dawn left the trench 
for the house. They must have made 
things bad for the enemy, for a 
couple of shells were planted into 
the house, though without harming 
our three heroes, who had to run back 
to our trenches The first man got 
back, but the second was bowled 
over. By now it was hailing lead 
from the Germans' trench. The Isst 
to leave waa a mi; named Pte 
Geary. He ran. and coming across his 
chum he coolly bent down, picked him 
up, and safely brought him back to

We 
must admit that if the drink is 
standing between the Allied armies 
and success, the drink ought to go.

There can be little doubt in tbe I 
mind of anyone that a thoronfch | 
system of recording assets and 
liabilities on tbe farm ia far better 
than doing nothing at all in this 
way. The business man bas to do 
it not only for his own satisfaction 
but for his commercial preservation, 
and. tbe farm being no less a 
business proposition than the store, 
there is no reason why the farmer 
should not do tbe same. Despite 
this, there aft hundreds of farmers 
throughout tbe province thst never 
keep a record of their business at 
all. It is allowed to rnn on from 
year to year in an untended con¬ 
dition, and they can never tell 
how much they are worth, even 
when such information would be 
of vital interest to themselves, and 
possibly to the banker. Lots of 
hard things are occasionally said 
about tbe hanks because they 
won't lend money, but is ought 
to be borne in mind that tbe bank 
ia no more likely to lend out sums 
of money to persons who know 
not bow they stand any more than 
the farmer himself would be. 

It is of interest to every farmer, 
as a business and personal necessity, 
to keep accurate records of -his 
annual business.
